As u result of further canvassing 
undertaken by the teams working In

Those in di- 
rection of the campaign expressed 
satisfaction when It whs learned last 
evening that the total returns up to 
that hour reached the sum of 1947.75, 
with only partial reports from many 
of the classes. It was freely stated 
that the sum aimed at. namely $1,000. 
would be over-subscribed when all the 
Captains report the result of their 
canvass. 

In the race between the different 
classes and faculties, Fifth year Medi- 
cine, as "Dad" Lamb predicted ut the 
dinner which opened the campaign, 
still holds the lead with the sum of 
$'.13 to Its credit. First year Arts Is In 
second place with $80. while Fourth 
year Science has done good work in 
securing $82 for the coffers of the 
University Y. M . C. A. Medicine Is 
only thirty dollars ahead of Arts In 
the aggregate of subscriptions, but It 
is likely that this lead will be in- 
creased as a result of the reports 
from further teams. If the teaching 
staff were in the race for aggregate 
standing they would be In first place 
with $165.60, being $r..:.0 ahead of the 
students of the Faculty of Applied 
Science. The Faculty of Law. with 
a registration in the neighborhood of 
fifty, has shown up very well, with 
a total subscription of Î56.R0, an av- 
erage of more than one dollar a stu- 
dent.

FOR AND AGAINST 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL. 

When experts disagree, who 
-shall decide? 

Here are two widely diverg- 
ing opinions on college football 
as played to-day: 

Philadelphia, Pa.. Nov. 10.— 
Dr. Charles H. Mayo, the fam- 
ous surgeon of Rochester, 
Minn., regarded by many as the 
most distinguished of all Am- 
erican surgeons, declared In an 
Interview that football and 
baseball were the best of Am- 
erican sports. 

"College football is one of 
the best sports you could pro- 
vide for the athletic develop- 
ment of young men," said Dr. 
Mayo. "The well-rounded-out 
life needs athletic exercise, and 
I think that by their attention 
to athletics the big colleges, 
with their careful training sys- 
tems, are doing great good." 

Stanford University, Cal., 
Nov. 10.— Fay Lyman Wilbur, 
president of Stanford Univer- 
sity, In discussion the question 
whether the university shall 
give up Rugby football and re- 
turn to the American game, 
said: 

"American football Is the 
greatest menace to intercol- 
legiate athletics. H la a coach's 
game, and the by-products that 
go with him— professionalism, 
anything for victory, secret 
practice — make the. sport a 
power for harm." 
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Students in the fourth year class of 
..tilitary Engineering, were yesterday 
addressed by a most distinguished of- 
ilcer of the French Legion. Sir Stop- 
ford Brunton, who regularly lectures 
In military engineering, was success- 
ful In Ms endeavours to have Lieut. 
Zlnovl Pechkoff, address the class on 
the present methods of fighting at the 
front. Belonging to one of the. noblest 
and oldest families of Russia, a grad- 
uate of one of the great Russlun 
military schools, a retired officer of 
the Russian army, and having been 
through the fighting In the Somme 
area, less than two months ago, Lieut. 
Pechkoff was in a position to describe 
with accuracy, modern fighting. 

When war broke out, Lieut. Pech 
koff was In Italy. To get back to 
Russia was an almost impossible task, 
so without delay he took steps to join 
a unit. Owing to his wonder!*** train- 
ing Lieut. Pechkoff was readily ac- 
cepted In the French army, and on the 
third day of the war he enlisted with 
the Foreign Legion of the French 
Army. He remained continually with 
this famous regiment, and passed 
through all the engagements up to 
the time he was wounded. Descrlb 
ing the battle of Nieuvllle-Saint-Vaast, 
In which he was so severely wound--, 
ed by the machine gun fire of the 
Germans that It was necessary to 
amputate his right arm, Lieut. Pech- 
koff gave a most graphical descrip- 
tion of the fighting on that occasion. 
In his very modest and unassuming, 
though effective manner. 

v Oj May 9th," Lieut. Pechkoff said, 
"My regiment was given orders to 
advance over a front of ten miles. For 
four days previous the German trench- 
es were Intensely bombarded by our 
guns. For dlxteen hours this inces- 
sant bomburdment continued. It is a 
very nice symphony, I can assure you," 
the speaker said. "It sounds Just as 
if one were hearing a thousand Vesu- 
vlsuses or volcanoes in ci option. At six 
In the morning, or four hours before 
the time set for the attack, we were 
moved from the village to the front 
line trenches. The trenches were al- 
most completely demolished by can- 
non fire, antl thus very little protec- 
tion was afforded to the withering 
fire kept up by the Germans. In or- 
der to protect themselves from the 
fire of the Germans," Lieut. Pechkoff 
said, "they had to dig themselves in 
up to the waist. In this manner they 
were able to keep from the view of 
the Germans, and at the same time 
protect themselves from their fife. 
For four hours they remained In this 
position, nnd then the time to ad- 
vance came. Exactly at 10 o'clock 
the cannonading stopped. The per- 
fect stillness was simply appalling. 
Precisely at this time a bugle blew, 
and all knew that this wns the time 
to advance. Over the front of ten 
miles, where the advance was to take 
place, the men came out of their In- 
dividual dug-outs, and extended to 
four paces Interval. Four lines of 
men, one behind the other, took part. 
Implicit Instructions had been given 
as to whnt each was to do, and now 
nil there remained wns to do It. Those 
In the second line had white badges 
pinned on their backs, so that the ar- 
tillery observers could watch the 
progress made. In this manner they 
were able to Inform „the artillery, 
which gradually lengthened Its fire, 
so as to cover the advance, but at 
the same time not shell their own 
men. It was the duty of Lieut. Pech- 
koff to advance to the fourth Une of 
German trenches. When about 30 yards 
away It was 'plain that they could not 
stand and advance against the fire of 
the Germuns. Located in one sec- 
tion of the German lines at this point 
was a machine gun which was play- 
ing great havoc with the lives of the 
men. Accordingly Lieut. Pechkoff 
sent an N.C.O. to the extreme left 
of his men with the order that they 
He down. He then explained that the 
French have a method of advancing 
on all fours. This Is done by putting 
the sling of the rifle In the mouth so 
that the rifle balances, and then to 
crawl over the ground. Immediately 
In front of the fourth line of German 
trenches wns high grass and flowers. 
Ho and his men were successful In 
taking the trench and In capturing 
the offending machine gun. .lust be- 
fore reaching the trench, however, 
Lieut. Pechkoff hnd his right arm 
shot through by bullets from the 
German machine gun. Even though 
he could not use It still he fought on. 

"One could not stop now," Lieut. 
Pechkoff said, "and so I carried my 
rifle with my left hand." For the cap- 
ture of the German machine gun 
Lieut. Pechkoff was awarded the 
Croix de Guerre by the French Gov- 
ernment. Previous to this Lieut. 
Pechkoff was awarded the Médaille 
Militaire for capturing a German ma- 
chine gun under very adverse condi- 
tions, and on account of the great 
bravery he had shown. The Russian 
Government have also conferred upon 
him the Russian Order of St. George. 
These three comprise the highest 
military honours that can be confer- 
red upon anyone.

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THE LITERARY AND DEBATING SOCIETY. 

The first of a series of discussions on subjects of national inter- 
est will be held by the University Debating Society to-night, at 8.15, 
in Strathcona Hall. The Hi-lingual question has been chosen because 
of the interest aroused by the recent decision of the Privy Council. 
In a University, so cosmopolitan in character as McGill, there are 
many different views on this subject. The object of to-night's meet- 
ing is to enable students to understand the different phases of this 
'question. 

Every University student ought to be a broad-minded man— one 
who knows the pros and cons of the more important public questions 
of his day. He must be willing to listen to any argument, separate 
the true from the false, and in the end form a sane opinion upon the 
Bubject. It is to such a man that the Society makes its strongest ap- 
peal. To-night an opportunity will be given to everyone to listen to 
the presentation of both sides of this important, subject by prominent 
undergraduates, and to take part in the general discussion. By care- 
fully considering the words of each speaker, noting his strong and 
weak points, a student will be able to give himself valuable mental 
training. The Society is a student's society. The Executive, in com- 
mencing the work of the year, are influenced by the strong belief 
that the "Literary and Debating" Society will be welcomed by a 
large section of the student body who are interested in the great 
practical questions of the day. 

The Daily cannot too strongly recommend that every underclass- 
man should avail himself of the splendid training offered by the 
Literary and Debating Society. The year before the war McGill was 
forced to admit that out of her thousand students she did not possess 
two of Intercollegiate Debating calibre, and to allow all her debates 
to go by default to her opponents. Such a course of action, unavoid- 
able at the time, lowered the esteem with which the name of McGill 
is thought of in the Universities of Canada. The same thing will un- 
doubtedly h appen after the war if McGill does not use her time to 
good advantage. It takes a long time to make an Intercollegiate de- 
bater. This year the Debating Society must be on the lookout for 
latent talent among her underclassmen. Promising debaters must be 
given the best possible training in order that they may carry Mc- 
Gill *s colours to victory. But it is impossible for the Society to find 
such men if the underclassmen do not take a part in the informal dis- 
cussions, one of which will be held to-night. Underclassmen, in a few 
months the men who are.at the head of student activities will leave 
the University, and their responsibilities will fall upon your should- 
ers. The honour of McGill demands that you should be well prepar- 
ed worthily to discharge them. Xo matter what position you may oc- 
cupy in college life, you will often be called upon to express your 
opinion. Often a great deal may depend upon the successful presen- 
tation of your ideas to your fellowmen. The Literary and Debating 
Society aims to give a training along these lines, so that when the 
time comes the students will be prepared to take their places in the 
different societies without the loss of time and prestige which in- 
variably follows lack of self-expression. 

McGill wants her sous to be intelligent, broad-minded citizens. If 
you are neglecting trtis side of your college life, you are missing 
something essential to true success.

A bulletin of the Press Censor says: 
Regulations have been issued in the 
United Kingdom relative to the des- 
patch of printed mutter from that 
country, these regulations having been 
designed to prevent the despatch of 
secret messages to enemy aliens un- 
der cover of printed papers and not 
for the purpose of detaining Informa- 
tion openly published^ in the United 
Kingdom. 

The Authorities feared that newspa- 
pers, etc., might be used by persons 
in the United Kingdom as a means of 
concealment for information which 
they may desiro to communicate to 
the enemy. 

These regulations, which are now in 
effect, apply to printed matter des- 
patched from the United Kingdom to: 

ta) AU European countries except 
France, Russia, Italy, and the part of 
Belgium not occupied by Germany; 

(b) All parts of Africa and Amer- 
ica except British. French, Italian or 
Belgian possessions; 

(c) British and allied subjects In- 
terned in enemy countries. 

These regulations contain the fol- 
lowing provisions: — 

(1) Printed matter, I.e., newspapers, 
magazines, books and other printed 
publications (other than trade circu- 
lars) will not be sent forward unless 
posted direct from the office of pub- 
lishers or news agents who have ob- 
tained permission from the War Of- 
fice for this purpose. 

Persons desiring to send printed 
matter should, therefore, give their 
orders for execution to publishers or 
news agents who have obtained such 
permission. 

(2) Publishers or news agents who 
desire to obtain permission to des- 
patch printed matter, and who have 
not already obtained it under the ex- 
isting regulations, should communi- 
cate with the War Office, stating 
whether they have existing orders for 
the despatch of printed matter to the 
countries concerned and the average 
quantity which they export weekly 
under these orders. 

(3) Second-hand books despatched 
by dealers through the post are ex- 
cluded from the scope of the regula- 
tions. They should be despatched in 
the ordinary way, even by firms who 
are in possession of a general per- 
mit, the name and address of the 
despatching firm being clearly given 
upon the cover of each packet. Such 
packets are subject to delay at the 
discretion of the Censor. Second- 
hand books despatched by persons 
other than dealers will not be for- 
warded. 

(4) Printed publications addressed 
to British subjects Interned in neu- 
tral countries are excluded from the 
scope of regulations. Such publica- 
tions can, however, only be sent by 
printed papers post. 

(5) From the 1st July, stamp col- 
lections, sheelB or cards of stamps, 
stamp samples, eac, will not be for- 
warded to foreign countries (with the 
exceptions above indicated) unless 
despatched by dealers who have ob- 
tained permission from the War Of- 
fice. 

(6) No information can be given as 
to the disposal of packets stopped un- 
der these regulations. 

In connection with the above quoted 
regulations in effect in the United 
Kingdom, it is not proposed by His 
Majesty's Government to interfere In 
any way with books, magazines, etc., 
etc., SENT FROM CANADA TO 
CANADIAN PRISONERS OF WAR 
IN GERMANY. 

2. The attention of His Majesty's 
Consul General at Rotterdam, Hol- 
land, has been drawn to certain ru- 
mours regarding the treatment meted 
out to British escaped Prisoners of 
War from Germany at his Consulate 
General in comparison to that meted 
out to similar prisoners of Fre'nch 
and Russian nationality by their re- 
spective Consuls. 

The Consul General has endeavored 
to trace these rumours to their source 
and thinks that in view of the fact 
that of the last four British prisoners 
who escaped three were Canadians, it 
would seem fairly evident that this 
was a rumour engineered by the Ger- 
mans with a view, if possible, of 
spreading dissatisfaction in the Do- 
minion. 

He thinks that under the clrcum-' 
stances It might be desirable to have 
the facts published in the press in or- 
der to counteract in advance any pos- 
sible German lies which may be spread 
later on through Wolff or similar 
agencies. 

Mr. Maxse, the Consul General, ex- 
plains that British prisoners of war 
arriving in Holland are invariably 
treated with the very utmost, kind- 
ness and consideration by the Dutch 
frontier authorities, both military and 
civil. They are sent down to the Con- 
sulate General in charge of a Dutch 
Mareschausse (gendarme). On arri- 
val at the Consulate General they are 
supplied with every reasonable com- 
fort. They receive new clothing, un- 
derclothing, boots, etc., if required. 
They are given room in the Seamen's 
Home, and plenty of good nourishing 
food. Tobacco, etc., and pocket money 
is alBo given them. Their treatment 
at the home is assimilated to that of 
the Interned members of the British 
Naval Brigade who are now living 
there and working at the Consulate 
General. 

The Consulate General and all the 
members of his staff, including the 
Dutch officials and clerks, are moat 
sympathetic In their treatment of 
these men, and endeavour by all means 
in their power to render their stay at 
Rotterdam pleasant and comfortable. 
They are Invariably shipped over to 
the United Kingdom by the first op- 
portunity, and always in British boats 
If such are available. 

About thirty escaped British pris- 
oners of war have passed through the 
office of the Consul General at Rot- 
terdam during the progress of hos- 
tilities, and in every case they have 
sfemed moat 'grateful for the atten- 
tion and care bestowed upon them. 

3. Statements, originated probably by 
the enemy propagandists, have been 
widely circulated In the United States, 
and republished by certain papers In 
Canada, stating that under the con- 
scription law of the United Kingdom, 
refugees from Poland and Russia, re- 
siding In Kngland and Scotland, who 
refuse to enlist, are llahfe to be de- 
ported. The undersigned has made In- 
quiries by cable, and is able to state 
on the highest authority that refugees 
from Poland and Russia In the United 
Kingdom who do not enlist are not 
liable to deportation.

"Wub," the official organ of the 
Western Universities Battulion, the 
l»6th Overseus, is the latest addition 
to military publications. Copies of 
the first issue show that for editors, 
the university boys have something 
of the punch which goes with college 
days. It is a twelve-page, four-col- 
umn publication, well illustrated, and 
with numerous feature articles which 
do not bear the touch of amateurish 
editing. Major H. W. brock, dean of 
the Faculty of Science of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia, and sec- 
ond in command of the 196th, contri- 
butes a sketch of the history of the 
organization of the battalion. 

"The battalion owes its inception." 
says Major Brock, "to u, student move- 
ment. Muny students had enlisted 
amongst various units, and their iden- 
tity as western university men lost. 
Many other students felt that they, 
too, must offer their services to their 
country, and that It would he better in 
every sense of the word If they were 
In an organization of their own." 

Major Brock then goes on to detail 
the preliminary steps taken by the 
representatives of the four western 
provincial universities to organize the 
battalion, which was authorized on 
February 14, 1916, and is, to quote 
I Major Brock, "the first, and up to the 
; present, the only university battalion 
raised in this country." 

Of University Type. 

The success of the movement to 
form a university battalion, may be 
Judged from the results. Major Brock 
Buys: 

"In personnel the battalion Is what 
It was hoped and intended that It 
should be. It is a battalion of men of 
the university type. Of the rank and 
file, 400 are university students, law 
Students or senior high school Rtu- 
dentsi 100 nre accountants, cashiers, 
bank clerks, mostly mntrlculants, some 
Of them are college men; five are uni- 
versity professors or teachers; 83 tire 
high school or public school teachers;

Last evening an Interesting lecture 
on "The Development of Musical Lit- 
erature for Solo Violin," was given 
by Dr. Perrin of the Conservatorium, 
to a large audience, in the Conserva- 
torium. As Dr. Perrin said, it would 
require a half, dozen lectures to deal 
with the subject ln a proper manner 
and to cover completely the time over 
which this development extended. 

Up to the end of the first quarter 
of the 17th century music was prim- 
arily of the vocal order, although 
gradually It became usual for the 
composers of that period to put af- 
ter tl e titles of their works "suitable 
for voices or viols." This was the 
case with the works of the Italian, 
(labrlell (about 1800). The first 
branching out from the recognized or- 
der came from a secular source — the 
dance, although here again song and 
dance continued to be associated long 
after the introduction of purely In- 
strumental music, based on the dance- 
forms. Another reason for this ad- 
vunce was the Improvement ln the 
manufacture of musical Instruments, 
and it is Interesting to note the grad- 
ual changes introduced in the form 
and construction of these sources of 
sound. 

Musical literature for the violin has 
progressed along three lines of thought. 
The first Is that of the contrapuntal 
order, but the Idea of one Instru- 
ment predominating over the others is 
foreign to this order, which prevails 
In the works of string quartets, and 
ln fact In nearly all compositions 
written by those who from Bach on- 
wards are looked upon as the great 
classic writers of Instrumental music. 
'This particular path," said Dr. Per- 
rin, "has been widened alike from a 
contrapuntal as well as a harmonic 
point of view, restrictions and barriers 
have been removed, and this greater 
freedom has resulted In compositions 
which make a stronger appeal than 
formerly." 

The second path followed was one 
In direct opposition to the first, and 
makes for unmtstukubly clear and 
simple rythm, and an unobscured mel- 
ody. This obtains In compositions of 
the Aria und the dance type. 

The third puth has been through the 
flowery regions of virtuosity, the only 
limit being the performer's, skill as an 
executant, and It Is to be noted that 
•ne and the same person. The earliest 
known solo piece for the violin was 
a "Romanesca," by Marlnl, about 1620, 
which is described as uninteresting 
ind musically poor, but Is never! he- 
ess Interesting because It Introduces 
the shake. A Cuprlcclo by Farlnl, 
lubltahed ln 1627, Is much more In- 
cresting, as we find varieties of bow- 
ing, Instances of double-stopping and 
•hords, although It does not make use 
of the O string at all. In 1649 we find 
L'celllnl going up to the sixth position 
In his Canzonl, and using a greater 
-nrlety of bowing. Up to this date 
the violin was not used much as a 
olo Instrument, It was with the Son- 
ita, in Its older forms, that It came 
Into predominance. 

As the Italians were the first to 
distinguish themselves both In violin 
omposltlon and violin playing, so 
they also reigned supreme long nfter 
it her nations began to turn their at- 
• ntlon to such matters. To quote 
r. Perrin, "CoreUi. Tartinl, Vlottj 
nd Pagnanlnl. to mention the chief of 
■ hem, cover betwoen them a period 
f nearly 200 years, and during th.it 
■■rlod we have a host of other Italians 
'S composers and violinists; (he two 
. Italia, Bassani, Torelll and Vivaldi 
:so Corelll's pupils, Sonus, Locatelli 
nd tiemlnlanl, whose compositions 
ne still played at the present day 
lirough the careful editions of their 
.orks by such men ns Alfred Muf- 
Cot and Ferdinand David. In France, 
previous to Lcclair, the only outstand- 
.ng figure ln violin composition was 
l.ully, a contemporary and fellow- 
.ountryman of Corelll's, and a com- 
parison of their works cannot but de- 
termine the fact that those of Corelli 
are the greater since those of Lully 
consist of simple dance movements. 
He Is an instance of a man writing 
what the people wanted at the mo- 
ment — pretty little tunes. In Leclalr's 
music we find gracefulness and vi- 
vacity predominant, but looking at 
the sonatas for violin, and figured 
Imse accompaniment edited by Kerd. 
Un vis, we see the influence of the 
Italian masters, and though they 
do not mark any great advance on 
the works of the Italians they are well 
worth playing." 

ln regard to solo violin composi- 
tions. It is interesting to note that 
not only were the first Sonatas writ- 
ten for strings, but also the Concerto, 
which owed Its conception to Torelll. 
Handel was the first to leave, In his 
Concerto for Organ and Orchestra, a 
pause for the Organist to extempor- 
ize, thus anticipating the Cadenza 
which forms so Important a feature of 
all Concertos. "I should like to say," 
said the lecturer, "that the custom of 
Introducing a Cadenza was most prob- 
ably originated by singers to show 
off the flexibility and compass of 
their voices. The Instrumental Cadenza 
was designed rnther as a means (o 
display the performer's muslclnnshlp. 
since It deals with thematic material 
on which the composition is based . 
The vocal Cadenzns were usually mere 
flourishes. The original Intention was 
for the performer to Improvise the 
Cadenza at the actual performance, 
trusting to momentary Inspiration. As 
time went on, the composer, finding 
that the soloist became less Inclined 
to trust to his momentary exaltation 
to Improvise a Cadenza and to pre- 
onre one beforehand, took the matter 
Into his own hands and supplied his 
>wn Cadenzas, knowing that it should 
nM be a mere vehicle for display, but 
contain a summary nnd appreciation 
all that had gone before. and 
should be In n style consistent with

SAN FRANCISCO. Cal. — Tl«e first 
unit of the California Academy of 
Sciences building plan, completed at a 
cost of $181,O0U, and which has Just 
been dedicated and opened to the pub- 
lic, contains what lire described as 
some of the most remarkable habitat 
groups of any museum In the world. 
These consist of a series of groups of 
the larger wild animal life of the 
state, the animals being shown in 
their natural environment, and on a 
scale never before attempted. The 
installation of these groups has been 
in progress for several months. A 
unique feature of the display Is the 
panorama effect produced by painted 
backgrounds done so ski. fully that it 
is almost impossible to distinguish be- 
tween the artificial and the real In 
the scenes. 

One large exhibit, known as "A 
Glimpse of All California," shows 
birds, Insects and animals in their 
natural haunts, from the high Sierras 
to the ocean from the north to the 
warm regions of Imperial valley. Sev- 
eral well known artists have done the 
backgrounds, landscapes and sea- 
scapes. 

The exhibits consist chiefly of large 
habitat groups of California mam- 
mals and birds. In the California mam- 
mal hall, which is 180 feet long by 
60 feet wide, are shown 13 species of 
the most Important large California 
mammals; the San Juaquin valley elk, 
black tail deer, untelope, desert moun- 
tain sheep, leopard seal, California 
sea lion. Stellar 1 ! sea lion, mountain 
lion, black bear, coyote, striped/ skunk, 
und raccoon. 

"These are undoubtedly the most 
wonderful groups showing wild life 
under natural environment that have 
even been placed on exhibition any- 
where In the world," said Dr. Burton 
Warren Evermann. director of the 
museum. 

"The controlling thought running 
through the entire series of groups 
is their trueness to nature and their 
educational value," said Dr. Kver- 
mann, the effort having been made to 
make them of direct assistance in 
school work us well as education to 
the general public." 

In addition to the natural history 
halls, the Fitzhugh-Lnwe collection of 
Indian baskets, pottery and stone Im- 
plements may be mentioned as among 
the Important features of the mu- 
seum's possessions. This collection oc- 
cupies u hall 180 feet long and 18 feet 
wide, contains more than 15,000 pieces 
or different objects, and is said to 
be the largest and most complete re- 
presentation of American Indian bas- 
ketry that has been made. The col- 
lection of gigantic tortoises Is the 
largest that has been Assembled the 
next largest being that of the Hon. 
, Walter Rothachtl'1, of Thrlng, Enii- 
| land. This collection numb-rs about 
300 specimens represening nearly all 
the species known, some of which 
weigh between SOD and 600 pounds. 
The general collection of reptiles and 
amphibians contains more than 35.000 
specimens and Is the third larce-<t in 
America. The collection of birds Con- 
tains about 19 000 specimens, and Is 
particularly rich In sea birds. 

Among the Important research col- 
lections of the academy are those of 
berpetology, ornithology ami bo'niv 
»'ie ethno'oglcal collection of William 
M FlUhugh. • 

Tli* California Academy of Sci- 
ences, which wns founded In 1 853, Is 
the oldest organization of the kind In 
Cnllfomin. The orlgtmt endowment 
by .Inmes Lick now nmmints to nearly 
♦I.OOO.noo. Dr. Ilnrton Warr n n Evcr- 
mnnn, who was connected fvr many 
vears with the Nr-tural Hl-torv Mil- 
w»um and Smithsonian Institution In 
Washington D.C is the curator of 
the Institution. .lijhn tlowley. the 
taxidermist and naturalist Is curator 
of i. ammals and chief of exhibits.

Describing the work of the French 
army, Lieut. Pechkrtff said that the 
French army was a marvel, taken from 
any standpoint; "The whole is as a 
workshop," he Said. "If one machine 
stops, others must stop also, hut in 
this war things cannot stop: they 
must go." As an example he cited 
the case of a road 16 kilometers long 
which was built In a single day. This 
road was a necessity, and even though 
It seemed like an impossible task to 
build a road through ploughed fields 
in so short a time, there was no way 
of evading the difficulty. The task 
was accomplished by 16,000 men. That 
meant only a metre for each man. 
One here, the speaker continued, can- 
not estimate the great amount of en- 
ergy, endurance and forethought this 
war calls for on the part of officers 
and men alike. "The great difference 
between men of the Allied Powers and 
the Germans lies In the morale. The 
Germ&na are not told what they are 
soins; to do. -In the French army, be- 
fore BJty attack Is made the whole 
Is explained. At what place the at- 
tack Is to be made, how long it Is es- 
timated It will take, and even the time 
at which the advance is to be made. 
If the fjrrm.ins are beautifully organ- 
ized, as some peaole say they nTe, then 
we (the French* are miraculously or- 
ganized, and that Is why we are go- 
ing to win."

the real of the composition." 

No one but a violinist in the audi- 
ence fully appreciates the triumph of 
an Impeccable rendering by a violin- 
ist of a vlrtuoslc "tour de force." The 
same applies, of course, to the case 
of the singer or pianist. Jjj a great 
many peoples' minds such efforts are 
regarded as on the same plane as the 
acrobatic und Juggling feats of a 
vaudeville show, provided they are 
executed brilliantly. Regarded in 
this way us physical feats, they are 
Just us wonderful and are worthy of 
our admiration, since they are the re- 
sult of long, systematic and concen- 
trated study. 

To serve as Illustrations of the 
various matter presented by the lec- 
turer a number of selections were 
played as follows: 

Purcell: Sonata in Q minor has 
four movements. It is said to be the 
only Solo Violin Sonata written by 
Purcell. although he had written ten 
Sonatas for four parts. Historically 
speaking, his works were greatly in 
advance or his age (1658-1696). 

Corelll: Part of a Sonata consist- 
ing of five movements. 

V|taUl; Chaoonne (In variated form) 
arranged by Duvid. 

Lully: Gavotte), serving as a speci- 
men of non-contrapuntal homophonlc 
music. 

Handel: An Aria from his Opera 
which is very like his Largo and 
shows his ability to write broadly 
with an easy flowing melody. 

Tartlnl: Sonata in G. 

Vlottlt Part of Concerto In A minor. 
More dignified In style than the music 
of his successor Vleuxtemps. One of 
the first Vollin Concertos (using the 
word in the modern sense) which have 
survived to the present day. 

Spohn Portions of Concerto No. 8 
In A Major. The excerpt played show- 
ed floratura work In the recitative, 
also melodic beauty In the Aria which 
followed. 

Vleuxtemps: Slow movement of 
Concerto. 

Wlenlawskl: Mazurka — a fair In- 
stance of the modern use of an old 
national dance. 

The applause which greeted Dr. 
Pen-In at the close of the lecture tes- 
tified in an unmistakable manner that 
.he suhject had been dealt with In an 
Interesting and Instructive manner.

Squad Farther Advanced Than 
Last Year, but Much Hard 
Work Needed. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn.— This is ex- 
pected to be another strenuous day 
for the Yale varsity football squad, 
with all of the players who are ex- 
pected to line up against Brown In 
the big bowl next Saturday afternoon 
being put through a fast scrimmage 
drill. 

That the Yale team of 1916 is far- 
ther advanced to-day than was the 
case with the Yale team of 1915 at a 
corresponding date there is no deny- 
ing, despite the fact that the situa- 
tion is not quite as satisfactory to 
the coaches as was expected would be 
the case when the practice started. 

Head Coach T. A. D. Jones has been 
handicapped quite a bit in his work. 
Not only has he been called upon to 
build up a new system of coaching, 
but he has been confronted by a de- 
cided lack of suitable candidates for 
the line positions as well as the back- 
field. When the practice began, sev- 
eral of the most promising candidates 
were unable to report, as they were 
with the Yale battery. This delayed 
work considerably at a very Import- 
ant time. In addition to this several 
promising candidates have been lost 
to the team either permanently or for 
a number of days at a time, which 
means that the development of the 
players and team Is held back. 

There seems to he considerable un- 
certainty ns to who will be the first 
choice for the various positions when 
Yale takes the field for the first of 
her championship games a week from 
Saturday. This week's game with 
Brown Is expected to be a hard one. 
and the coaches hope to get their 
final line on' the various candidates 
and make their selection on the basis 
of what the men show Saturday. 

Captain Black is one player who 
appears to be sure of his place in the 
line. He will be at guard. The centre 
position Is very uncertain. Callahan 
was at first the first choice; but he 
has now been placed at right guard, 
and Hutchinson appears to be the 
leading candidate for centre. M. 
Smith, Vorys and Leisenrlng are al- 
so centre candidates. 

Who will play the opposite guard to 
Captain Block Is another question to 
be decided, although Callahan appears 
to be the leading candidate at the 
present time. Other players trying for 
the guard positions are Gait, Graham, 
Durfee, tenner and Bridges. 

The tackle positions are causing the 
coaches considerable concern. The 
loss of C. M. Sheldon, Jr., is greatly 
felt. Baldrldge, substitute last year, 
la considered as pretty certain to play 
right tackle In the big games if In 
condition. Gates and Taft are the 
leading candidates for the other side 
of the line, with Fox also trying for 
one of the places. 

Gates nnd Comerford appear to be 
the leading candidates for end; but 
Gates is also needed for tackle. Which 
position he will finally play will de- 
pend upon whether a suitable tackle 
can be found. If Taft or some other 
candidate develops Into a satisfactory 
partner for Baldrlge. Gates will start 
at left end. Moseley Is the next best 
end to Gates, with Church, Schmidt 
and Lynch as other candidates. 

K. T. Smith, La Roche and Van 
Nostrand are the candidates for quar- 
ter-back, and the first named appears 
to be the most likely one to start the 
big games. He has good generalship 
and Is a good Individual placer him- 
self. Van Nostrand wns the regular 
quarterback last year. 

For halfback positions, Le Gore 
stands out as the lead!ng star. He I» 
In a class by himself here, and the 
Ells expect him to do some remark- 
I able work In the big gnmes. Not only 
Is he a brilliant rusher with the ball, 
but his punting Is very good. Blng- 
Ihnm Is expected to win the other hn f- 
iback position. He Is one of the best 
defensive backs on the squad, and is 
also a good line plunger. Carey. Ne- 
ville and Walte nre other hnlfhack 
candidates. 

Jacques. Stuart and Braden are 
the leading candidates for fullback, 
nnd It looks as If the first-named 
would start In the Princeton gnme.
